The 
scaffold was built in the courtyard 
of the jail, and about a hundred per- 
sons were present at the execution. 

The three murderers were brought 
on to the scaffold just after S o'clock, 
Pertella and Lee Chung being hand- 
cuffed and Jenkins having his arms 
strapped behind his back. They were 
absolutely impassive, although as Rad- 
cllffe, the executioner, adjusted the 
black caps the Chinaman began to 
quiver and Jenkins showed the. faint- 
est trace of emotion. Pertella gazed 
down Into the face of tho husband 
of his victim and smiled.

German Inventor Devises Air- 
ship Intended to Carry 
Explosives 



WILBUR WRIGHT'S SUCCESS 



Makes Voyages in Air Break- 
ing Length and Height 
Records 



Berlin. Dec. IS. — Count Zeppelin's 
airship is to have a rival which may 
exceed It both in speed and carrying 
po we r. 

The inventor is Prof. Schufte, of the 
Technical University at Leipzig, who 
is a friend of the emperor. The air- 
ship will be of the rigid system like 
that of Zeppelin, but instead of using 
aluminum for tlie frame he will use 
wood. In this way he expects to get 
both greater strength and lightness. 
Tlie cigar-like frame will have a 
length of 32S feet, and a diameter of 
from 51 to 55 feet. Schutto will pro- 
pel his airship with two gas motors, 
each of 150 horse power, and he ex- 
pects to make an average speed of. 45 
to 50 miles an hour. The designer 
expects to be able to carry two tons 
of explosives in his craft, besides tho 
necessary fuel and other supplies, a 
statement which clearly indicates tho 
military intent of the Invention. Tho 
work of building will begin next sum- 
mer. 

Wright Scores Twice. 

Le Mans, France, Dec. 18. — Wilbur 
Wright established a new world's re- 
cord for heavier-than-air machines 
today, while trying for the MIchelln 
cup, remaining in the air one hour, 
53 minutes and 55 seconds. The best 
previous record Is 1 hour 9 minutes 
and 4 seconds, which Mr. "Wright made 
on October 10 last. The aeronaut at- 
tained an average height of 24 feet to- 
day, and the distanco was officially 
measured as 61% miles, which does 
not include the wide sweeps and turns 
made during the flight. He descended 
only because tlie oil feeder got out of 
order. Tlie flight was made in a 
light breeze, occasionally broken by 
puffs of 20 miles an hour. 

Mr; Wright closed a triumphant day 
by achieving another record, flvlng to 
a height of 300 feet in a strong wind 
and winninng the Sarthe aero club's 
prize for height. At first it was 
thought that tho violence of the breeze 
would compel a postponement of his 
effort, but undaunted, Wright launch- 
ed his machine and circled around and 
around the field. When soaring at 90 
feet, a sudden gust of wind caught the 
aeroplane sideways, causing it to 
plunge backwards. The spectators 
were terrified, hut Mr. Wright re- 
mained unperturbed and soon righted 
his craft. At the end of ten minutes 
the wind had moderated and the aero- 
plane soared upwards and passed high 
over a line of captive balloons making 
a distance of 300 feet. Then it de- 
scended, after again circling tho Held 
was brought to earth, landing in front 
of the door of tlie shed in which it is 
h oused. 

Tlie aero club tonight gave a ban- 
quet to Mr. Wright in celebration of 
bis double victory today. 

Dr. Bell's Experiments.

Evidences of wealth in large figures 
were visible in the local detective ot- 
iice yesterday afternoon. Large rolls 
or bills, with scores of cheques littered 
the table and Sergeant Detective PaJ- 
mer, as he sat amid the carelessly scat- 
tered money and papers looked like a 
hank teller at the height of a run upon 
his institution. But it was only 
make-believe money, what, In the ver- 
nacular is shortly termed "phoney." 
A species of house celaning was In 
progress and from drawers and re- 
cesses the mute evidences of former 
crimes committed here were hauled 
forth. The cheques were all, at some 
previous period, the means by which 
local business men laid been victimiz- 
ed. The total race value of the docu- 
ments run U[j into the hundreds, but 
not one of the business-like looking 
slips proved to be worth the paper on 
which some smooth forger had raised 
considerable cash. Tucked away in a 
corner of one of the drawers was lo- 
cated an Imposing looking roll of 
money which, at first glance, might 
well excite envy but it proved to be 
a pared of worthless Confederate 
Stale paper money. The roll con- 
sisted of twenties, one hundreds and 
even as high u denomination as a live 
hundred dollar hill. but since the 
Confederacy has been extinct foe many 
years the commercial value of the 
•roll" is absolutely nil. Hut the roil 
brought in much good coin of tie- realm 
several years ago to a young woman 
who victimized several Chinese mer- 
chants here before they found out that 
the valuable articles which they had 
given in exchange had been bartered 
for nothing. 

Only once since the roll came into 
the possession of the police lias it 
proved of any value and then in a man- 
ner which the financial agents of the 
Confederate States never contemplat- 
ed, it so happened that some years 
ago a woman, adjudged Insane, had 
to be taken to the New Westminster 
asylum. Her particular hallucination 
seemed to be her belief that she was 
entitled to more of this world's goods 
than she bad received. Money had a 
peculiar fascination for her. Every- 
thing was in readiness for her trip 
10 the asylum but she refused to go, 
and nothing seemed left for the au- 
thorities but to forcibly take her to 
Xew Westminster. But a happy ex- 
pedient was hit upon. The woman's 
In lief in some great wealth which was 
to fall to her share was used to ac- 
complish the task. The bunch of worth- 
less anti-bellum paper money was 
shown to her with the half-century bill 
prominently displayed on the outside 
and under the promise that the roll 
would be hers as a first payment of 
the "estate" jvhlch was soon to come 
to her, she concurred in the wishes 
of the police with such alacrity that 
the next day she was safely ensconc- 
ed in the asylum.

The Council of the Board of Trade 
met yesterday morning, the president 
Mi'. Simon Lciscr in the chair and 
others present .Messrs. L. A. Gouge, 
A. T. Wilson, Geo. Carter, J. A. Mara. 
C, H. Lugrin, ,1. J. Shallcross, Richard 
Hall, D U. Ker, T. W. Paterson and 
J. L. Beck with. 

Tho committee on trade and com- 
merce reported that they had been 
Informed by ('apt. Troup that the C. 
I'. It. Company fully Intended to con- 
tinue throughout the present winter 
the existing bl-monthly mall service 
with the Queen Charlotte islands, ef- 
fectually removing by this assurance 
all ground for apprehension on the 
part of the settlers that at this season 
of the year the malls would only 
arrive once a month. 

Tills committee further submitted a 
list of twelve subjects, accompanied 
by tlie suggestion that these might 
bo framed into suitable resolutions 
for the submission at tin; Seventh 
Congress of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the Empire, which will as- 
semble in Sidney in New South Wales, 
(luring the month of Septcmb-jr nevt. 
Consideration of these matters was 
however, deferred until after the holi- 
days. 

In view of the fact that the annua! 
meeting of tho British Columbia Fruit 
Growers' Association will take place 
In this city upon the 27th day of Jan- 
uary, the Railway Freights Commit- 
tee recommended that the Board rni in 
he placed at their disposal, which v. as 
approved. 

A report was also submitted from 
this committee In reference to the 
draft of a more simple form of a blll- 
of-ladlng than the one which Is em- 
ployed at the. present time, for use 
by the railway companies throughout 
Canada in the event of its receiving 
the approbation of the Dominion Board 
of Hallway Commissioners. 

Among the conditions which are 
printed upon the back of this docu- 
ment the committee directed partic- 
ular attention to clause 0, which de- 
fines the liabilities which in certain 
circumstances -would be incurred by 
the railway companies while they are 
making use of the waterways, recom- 
mending that an amendment Which 
would provide for the assumptlDri by 
tho railway companies of marine risks 
In connection with the carriage of 
goods between the Mainland and Van- 
couver Island. The committee's re- 
commendation that the Board approves 
of this draft of this blll-of-ladlng 
with the proposed amendment was ap- 
proved, o 

The Special Committee submitted 
a report with respect to several mat- 
ters of importance which have arisen 
in connection with tho Island mail

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ELECTION PROTESTS. 

Eastern exchanges describe in ;i gra- 
phic way a scene, wnich took place in 
the offlee of tho Clerk of the Supreme 
Court of New Brunswick on the last 
day for the tiling of election petitions. 
Before that day came it is alleeed 
negotiations had been In progress 
between the representatives of the two 
political parties to see it an arrange- 
ment could lie reached which would 
prevent any protests from being tiled, 
but they were not successful, and en 
tho day mentioned four attorneys 
appeared in the Clerk's office, each 
armed with a petition and the neces- 
sary cash deposit. The petitions were 
against Mr. Pugsley, of St. John. Lib- 
eral; .Mr. McAllister, of Kings-Albert, 
Liberal; Dr. Daniel, of St. John. Con- 
servative, and Mr. Crocket, of York. 
Conservative. Here were all the ele- 
ments of a nice "saw off." and the 
papers are unanimous in saying that 
stiuli a proceeding would have been 
acceptable all round, if Mr. Fowler, 
the defeated candidate in Kings- 
Albert, had been willing. The wires 
were kept busy with messages from 
all sorts and conditions of politicians 
urging Mr. Fowler not to preBs his 
protest, but no satisfactory reply was 
received, so a few minutes before the 
office closed the attorneys in the three 
other eases sat around the Clerk's 
table with their petitions and Domin- 
ion notes in their hand. It was a rase 
of four o'clock or Fowler arriving first. 
With just a minute to his credit, Mr. 
Fowler's attorney reached the scene 
and laid ills petition and cash on the 
table, and simultaneously down drop- 
ped the other petitions with the 
requisite cash, and the first step to- 
wards maintaining electoral purity in 
the year of grace 100S and in the pro- 
vince of New Brunswick had been 
taken. Such a performance is not 
calculated to enhance materially the 
respect and confidence which the pub- 
lic have, or at least ought to have, in 
the public men of the country. It 
makes politics look like a game. "We 
are not laying the blame at the door 
of any individual, or claiming credit 
for one man more than another. We 
are simply saying that the incident is 
calculated to bring the whole matter 
of election protests Into contempt. It 
makes them appear, not as devices 
whereby electoral purity can lie pro- 
moted, but one whereby scheming 
politicians can secure something that 
they think worth while, if this were 
the only ease of the kind, the very 
ludicrousnes3 c£ the exhibition would 
take some of the harm out of it; but 
there have been other eases in which 
protests were- not filed, but were with- 
drawn by virtue of arrangements be- 
tween the party managers. The history 
of election protests is such that one 
may be excused for doubting if the 
country is in any way the better for 
them. There is no use in scolding the 
party managers fur the abuse of pro- 
tests, and by party managers we do 
nut mean the parly leaders, but the 
lueal managers of campaigns. These 
people would not dare play fast and 
loose with tile election law if public 
opinion was not utter!', lukewarm in 
respect to its observance. Polities is 
too much of a game; but it will re- 
main a fjiiino and the laws Of the laud 
will be brought into contempt by the 
men, who are elected to make them, 
unless public sentimi at crystallizes 
into a demand lor honesty in all mat- 
ters connected with the elections. 



WOMAN AND VOTES 

We hear much of the Suffragettes 
in England, but not much of the anti- 
Suffragettes. This is doubtless because 
the doings of tin' former make the 
most sensational reading. As a gen- 
eral proposition those who say "do" 
attract more attention than those who 
say "don't." Bui the latter are hard 
at work in England and tire circulat- 
ing literature of their own. In a leal- 
let before us attention is drawn to 
the fact that in tin- United Kingdom 
there are 20,102,408 males and 21,356.- 
313 females, and from this it is argued 
that woman suffrage would give the 
control of affairs into the hands of 
women. The obvious reply to this 
Objection Is that neither the women 
nor the men are likely to act in a 
body, but this reply, though obvious, 
is not tin answer. Granting that wo- 
men would divide as men divide on 
public questions, as there are more 
of them to divide they would be tho 
dominant factor in polities. 

Sonic of the suffragettes seel; to 
meet this objection by proposing a 
limited woman franchise. It has been 
suggested that only unmarried women 
Should vole, which would be absurd, 
as it would give to the young girl with 
no thoughts, above having "a good 
time" a power in tho Stnte, which her 
mother Would not possess, and It 
would be to penalise marriage,' which 



the low ought rather to encourage. 
Another suggestion la that unmarried 
women should not be allowed to vote, 
but why deprive an intelligent young 
woman of the franchise simply be- 
cause she did not marry? Why not 
disfranchise the man who remained 
unmarried? Ono proposition Is as 
sensible as the other. A third sug- 
gestion is that women shall vote on a 
property qualification, but if women 
are to vote at all, why apply to them 
a different rule to what is applied to 
men? Those questions do not trouble 
the antl-Suf£ragettes, for they meet 
them all by saying that women should 
not vote at all. It is the Suffragettes 
who are wrestling with them. 

If women aro to vote, all women 
ought to vote, or else all men ought 
not to vote, and If all women vote 
then say The Women's National Anti- 
'Suft'rago League; "Theirs would bo 
tho dominant vote. To them would be 
given tho greater responsibility in the 
appointment of the government that 
must decide the nation's policy in Im- 
perial Defence, i.e., In all matters con- 
cerning tlie Army and Navy, In 
our relations with foreign powers, In 
our relations with oar own Colonies 
and In the government of India." It 
is true that all men do not vote in 
the United Kingdom, but the point Is 
that the conditions upon which suf- 
frage might lie exercised ought to lie 
Identical in the case of men and wo- 
men, ami under such circumstances 
women would lie tile domlua.it factor. 

In a circular issued by the League 
there is the following paragraph: "If 
women vote, they ought also to hold- 
office and office-holding, on the face 
Of it is incompatible with woman's 
proper discharge of her duties as a 
wife and mother. 'Woe betide the 
land which offers its political trusts 
as premiums for childless women.' The 
trusts that women now bear are as 
sacred as any on earth, and man can- 
not relieve her of them." 

The principle at the base of this 
paragraph Is recognized by many of 
our cities, which dismiss women school 
teachers as soon as they get married. 
It is a surprising thing that the ad- 
vocates of women suffrage refuse to 
give any consideration to the physical 
reasons why women are incapable of 
discharging all the duties of citizen- 
ship. As woman suffrage is not an issue 
in Canada and is not likely soon to 
be, it is not necessary for the Colonist 
to express any opinion one way or the 
other, but it would have no objection 
to print letters from the friends of 
the movement, If they will conllne 
themselves to facts and arguments. 

The school children are now free for 
the Christinas holidays.

The outcome of tlie experiment will 
be awaited with the keenest interest 
in all parts of the Empire.

The lord chancellor's 
judgment, in which the other law lords 
concurred, was to tlie effect that from 
the earliest time to tiie present day 
women had been under a disability in 
regard to voting in parliamentary elec- 
tions, and if that legal disability was 
to be removed it must be done by an 
act of parliament. 



The very interesting announcement 
is made that a party of British bankers 
will visit Canada in tlie early summer 
of 1909 for the first time. This news

The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to' Animals has determined to 
make a public appeal for funds to en- 
able it to employ permanently an of- 
ficer to work in it-' interests. We 
trust that the necessary financial as- 
sistance to tills end will lie forthcom- 
ing As tlie situation lias been ex- 
plained to tlie Colonist, it appears that 
the Society finds it almost Impossible 
to secure convictions of persons charg- 
ed witii cruelty to animals, owing to 
tlie unwillingness of complainants to 
attend the police court; and It. is felt 
that the only way in which this dis- 
ability may be overcome is by employ- 
ing a special officer whose duty it 
shall be to collect evidence and prose- 
cute. Then, again, it is pointed out 
that the city Is growing rapidly, and 
has long since nrot beyond tlie facili- 
ties of the Society which had prQVod 
sufficient In by-gone days. 



In special London correspondence, 
it is asserted that a large and influen- 
tial section of tlie Liberal party are 
loud in complaint .against the Asqultll 
ministry for not having gone Into bat- 
tle against Hie Lords, dissolving the 
House and appealing to the country on 
the single issue of the Commons vs. 
the House of Lords. The favorite ex- 
pression with that section is that "The 
ministry is taking the Insults and de- 
fiances of the Lords lying down." They 
claim that the constituents of the Lib- 
erals, especially tin; working classes 
dislike tills attitude and are beginning 
to regard the Liberal ministers' attack 
on the House of Lords as a mere vol- 
ley of empty words, without meaning 



and without sincerity. The majority 
of the Liberals, however, are satisfied 
with tho programme with which Pre- 
mier Asquith Is carrying on his light 
against the Lords. 



Keferring to Germany's naval esti- 
mates, and tho debate In the Reich- 
stag, a writer in tho Navy Leugue 
Journal says: "Year by year the pro- 
tests against the abnormal expansion 
In tho sums asked for the navy grows 
less vociferous, a circumstance dis : 
tlnctly attributable to the growth of 
the sea spirit among the deputies. As 
I stated in a previous article, it Is the 
ajm of the Flottenverein to create'a 
Reichstag ready to unconditionally 
vote the heaviest demands made liy 
the Marine Oltlce, and it certainly ap- 
pears as if tills claim Is being rapidly 
attained." In this connection, the fol- 
lowing special cable despatch from 
Berlin is of Interest: Dr. Spahn, leader 
of the Centre party, referring In the 
Reichstag to Chancellor Von Huelow's 
remarks on foreign affairs and tlie 
navy, said that as far as England was 
concerned the number of her ships did 
not constitute any longer a world stan- 
dard, because the major portion of the 
British navy was more than twenty 
years old." 



Some measure of the development of 
tlie country along the British Colum- 
bia coast may bo gained from tlie 
statement made by Mr. Barnsley at 
tlie Council of the- Hoard of Trade yes- 
terday. He said that tlie steamers of 
tlie Boscowitz Company called at 
eighty places. These are not all regu- 
lar stops, but there are eighty calls 
which the steamers may make in the 
way of business. We suppose tills is 
also true of tlie other .steamship com- 
panies, but as Mr. Barnsley mention- 
ed it, we give him credit for tlie 
statement. it will be news to most 
Colonist readers that there are eighty 
points on the coast of this province, 
including Victoria and Vancouver, but 
not including points on tiio Island 
south of Campbell river, or on the 
Mainland south of Rivers Inlet, or 
any points on Texada or the islands 
of the Georgian archipelago, or Queen 
Charlotte or the West coast where 
there is from time to time sufficient 
business to warrant steamers In 
calling. 




A very great amount of attention is 
being paid to some remarks made at 
Kingston, Out., the other day by Mr. 
George C Gibbons, K. C, chairman of 
the Canadian section of the Interna- 
tional Waterways Commission. Re- 
ferring to the problem of power and 
waterways, ho declared that Ameri- 
cans and other nations would respect 
us when wo learned to respect our- 
selves. As it was, lie said, we find 
now that when we undertake to at- 
tempt to do any business foreign in 
its nature we are obliged to go to the 
ambassador at Washington, who, In 
the very nature of things, does not 
know as much of Canadian affairs as 
he should know, and that in his turn 
this ambassador hands the business 
over to the Colonial Office at London, 
which knows still loss about Canada, 
and that finally it comes back to Ot- 
tawa, where ifi should have been at- 
tended lo in tlie first place. He admir- 
ed tlie spirit of loyalty in Canada, and 
hoped that our relations with the Old 
Country would always continue friend- 
ly, but if we are to be a self-respect- 
ing nation and hoped to gain the res- 
pect of kindred Anglo-Saxon and other 
races, we would have to learn to do, 
and lie free to do, our own business. 



"1 am sorry to say," writes a private 
correspondent to a resident of Victoria, 
"that this has been a record bad sea- 
sou for all kinds of light literature. 
Novels have been a hopeless drug on 
the market, and Christmas books have 
been killed wholesale. The main rea- 
son, apart from the fact that there Is 
so much distress and poverty. Is the 
Queen's book of photographs, the pro- 
ceeds of which are to be devoted to 
various charities. It has sold In tens 
of thousands. The drapers' shops are 
full of It. People enjoy a sort of glow 
of satisfaction in buying it, thinking 
that they are getting a cheap gift book 
and subscribing to charity at the same 
time, one woman I know bought thirty 
copies! The wretched authors and 
illustrators see their living snatched 
away to go to charity j It is the 
second time that a sentimental and 
unbusinesslike idea of 'charity' lias 
upset tlie whole apple cart of econo- 
mics. Publishers have been very hard 
hit, especially as it has been a. very 
heavy publishing season. Several 
firms are said to be totterlngaon the 
verge of ruin. A second Royal book, 
Queen Victoria's letters, in a cheap 
edition, has also played its part in 
killing tlie ordinary book trade. It 
brings comparatively iiiiie to editor or 
publisher, but prevents .other books 
being Sold. This terrible Jeremiad is 
to illustrate the extreme difficulty of the 
'charity' problem. Unemployment and 
distress must be met by some other 
means in the future." A system of 
relieving distress, which lakes the 
bread out of the mouths of people, who 
can ill-afford to lose It, Is hardly w isely 
planned. Tlie truth of tlie matter Is 
that the "unemployed" problem cannot 
he solved by charity. There Is some- 
thing radically wrong in economic con- 
ditions which leave so many people 
out of employment.

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At a meeting of the trustees of :iho 
Carnegie Hero JTunfl held at Dtimform- 
llne reeontly, a decision. ^yus reached 
to place" on the roll the names of 
Thomas Wright, of .St. Helens, Lan- 
cashire, and .lames Thomas Bolton, 
late master of tlio steamer City of 
Dundee. An Edinburgh correspondent 
thus tells of their brave deeds: 

, Wright was a chemical worker, and 
lost Ins lite while attempting to save 
|i fellow- workman named Harry Jack- 
son, who fell into a hole containing a 
large quantity of chemical liquid and 
M'us overcome by the fumes. When 
the • accident happened Wright.' rushed 
to tlio spot and lifted Jackson to the 
ladder leading to the surface. Other 
h/ien pulled jackson above ground, 
una he recovered after artificial respir- 
ation had been used. The rescuer 
collapsed, however, and fell back into 
the pit. He was brought out by ills 
comrades, but died shortly afterwards. 
Ho left a widow and six children, to 
.whom the trustees decided to pay 
'$ 1H.50 a month, in addition to any sum 
obtained under the workmen's compen- 
sation act. Captain Bolton went down 
With his ship, which sank In tit. 
George's Channel on October 4, less 
than a quarter of an hour after a col- 
lision with the steamer Matlna had oc- 
curred in a dense fog. Ho showed 
groat courage and presence of mind in 
the work of transferring his passengers 
to the Matlna, and lost his life while 
attempting to save r. woman passenger. 
The trustees consider he exceeded 
what could have been expected of him 
as a matter of duty. 'they reserved 
the question of the amount to be paid 
to iiis widow and children. 

The marvels of the "lynnoscope," 
tile invention by means of which it is 
claimed any tine can see round the 
>vorid was explained to a newspaper 
representative by the inventor, who 
claims that he iias proved by actual 
experiments that his instrument will: 

U) Allow people in London to see 
any one in America Instantaneously. 

(2) Reflect any written message at 
once to the most distant places. 

(3) Enable any person to see right 
through any human being or solid sub- 
stances us if they were not there. 

'The lynnoscope consists of three 
distinct instruments," said the inven- 
tor. "They are used In reflecting 
images like a mirror, and are not con- 
nected by wires or worked by electri- 
city. 

".'These instruments are;* 
(1) The operator. 

The transmitter. 
Cu) The receiver. 

-fhe operator is like a large square 
box, With a hole at each end, mounted 
on tile end of a telegraph pole, while 
the transmitter is a similar l>ox. It 
contains, however, a telescopic ar- 
rangement which focusses the image 
from the operator. 

"At the other end, where the image 
is to be retiected, is another box-like 
arrangement. At one cud it lias a 
large brass funnel like a phonograph, 
and at the other a screen, on which 
the image is retiected as in a looking 
glass. 

'All that , is necessary in sending 
reflections any distance over land is 
to tix.a transmjlter on the- highest 
available point— a hill-top or a tower 
—and. tlio image is correctly reflected 
In the receiver. 

"It will be possible to present an 
actual reflection of the Derby being 
run to an audience at a matinee at 
any London theatre. 1 do not mean 
a living cinematograph picture, but an 
actual reflection of the event. 

"I have secured perfect reflections 
at a distance of 1XU miles, and 1 have 
photographed scenes eighty miles 
away."

The strangest idiosyncrasy of the 
human race, perhaps, is that of doubt- 
ing the practicability and success of 
great undertakings', and of ottering to 
the last hour a persistent opposition 
to their adoption. The Overland rail- 
road, the greatest of modern ideas, is 
a striking Illustration of this pitiable 
weakness in man. Yet what will its 
opponents say now to the paragraph 
wo published a day or two since, giv- 
ing tile transit of freight over tile line 
in its present unitnishod state? 
Twelve hundred and seventy-five tons 
in one week, with live hundred more 
waiting shipment at Sacramento, and 
altogether requiring one hundred and 
lifty ears is the grand result presented. 
Two questions of deep Interest to our- 
selves arise out of this fact. First, is 
the American transcontinental railroad, 
Which before If Is finished, begl.is with 
a freight business of 100,000 tons a 
year, a success? Second, what can wo 
do to participate in n business destined, 
when the line is completed, to he of 
such enormous magnitude'.' Wp ans- 
wer, it is obvious. The line is a suc- 
cess, and the next best thing for Great 
Britain to do is to imitate the example 
thus set her. The far-seeing men in 
San Francisco and Sacramento, to 
whose persistent efforts the world owes 
this great boon, always contended that 
one line would never be sufficient, and 
their sagacious foresight is now con- 
firmed, Let, then, the people of Eng- 
land take the Idea up in earnest, with- 
out fear of future reward. Let them 
build a line at once over our portion 
id' the continent, and that line, like th 
California Hue, ffom the first hour o 
Us existence will be overcrowded witli 
freight. It this idea is not at once 
taken up by the nation, and carried 
out with the vigor evinced by tile Am- 
ericans, we may be assured that in less 
than two years the merchant marine of 
England will be reduced to one-third 
of its present tonnage.

Seventy- throe years ago was born 
the tilth Earl Spencer, tlio friend and 
coniiduut of Mr. Uladstone, and tne 
holder of many lmporlunt and respon- 
sible official positions. Wormieighton, 
in Wnrwicksnire, and Althorp, in 
Northamptonsnire, have been for cen- 
turies the patrimony of tne house of 
Spencer, and there are many anecdotes 
and traditions connected with their 
tenure. One of the latter asserts that 
no Spencer may ever possess twenty 
Uiousand sheep. Disease is alleged al- 
ways to attack them when- their num- 
ber reaches nineteen thousand. The 
reason for this is alleged to bo a pun- 
ishment on all holders of the title for 
tile wickedness of Sir John Spencer, 
a very early ancestor,, who converted 
many hundred acres of common lands 
and pasturage into ploughed Holds. He 
is said to have destroyed houses, 
churches and villages, and only to 
have left one church standing, which 
lie converted into a barn for sheep. 
Thus came the 1 curse on the iloeks of 
Spencer. 

Mr. Gerald Arbutnnot, Unionist, for 
Burnley, made a very plucky light for 
that constituency in 1005, and was 
only , beaten by just over 300. He has 
been unpaid private secretary to Mr. 
Walter Long since liilM. lie :s i he 
only son of the late General William 
Arbuthnot, C.B., and of Sellna, daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas and Lady Louisa 
Montcrleffe, great-grandson on one 
side of Viscount Gough, the great 
lield- marshal, and of the twelfth Earl 
of Kinnoull on the other. His mother 
was one of the eight beautiful Miss 
Montcrleffes, who took London by 
storm In the sixties. His wife is a 
niece of Mr. Henry Oppenhemi. A 
propos of General Arbuthnot, his first 
wife's history was a most tragic one, 
which some may recollect. She was 
the Hon. Alice Pitt, a daughter of 
Lord Rivers, and sister of tlio last 
Duke of Leeds. The young couple had 
been married a fortnight, an.;! were on 
their wedding tour. When stopping at 
Murren and out on a short expedition 
in the mountains they lost their way 
in a storm. Captain Arbuthnot (as 
he then was) left bis young wife for 
ten minutes to Inquire the way, and 
when lie returned found her lying dead, 
struck by lightning. 

Dr. Gabrlni, the richest and most 
influential man in Switzerland, has 
died at Lugano at the age of ninety 
live, leaving a fortune of a little over 
$5,000,000, the greater part of which 
he made in America. He bequeathed 
moat of his money to charities. The 
doctor was never married and lived 
in the beautiful chateau of Clani, with 
only two servants. He employed a 
large number of" gardeners to look 
after ids magnificent park. The mil- 
lionaire wore the shabbiest of clothes, 
and one of his amusements was to 
conduct tourists over the park in the 
rob of a gardener and to receive their 
lips. He neither smoked, drank in- 
toxicants, nor gambled, and used to 
boast that lie lived on four shillings a 
day. 

How many people know that the 
practice of laying the poker against 
tile top liar of the lire-grate to in- 
duce a draught is sound scientifically? 
! Mr. A. II. Gibson lias been explaining 
the matter to the Manchester Liter- 
ary ami Scientific Society. The re- 
sults of some experiments he had made 
were thus stated: — "It became clear 
.that in practically every ease the 
draught over the region measured 
was very sensibly increased by the 
presenco of the poker. The effect was 
even more marked at a short distance 
past the tip of the poker than in the 
plane containing' the tip." In one 
experiment the draught was increased 
by as much as S3 per cent. .Mr. Gib- 
son holds that the explanation of the 
phenomenon is to lie found in the 
fact that when a current of air Im- 
pinges on a fixed body eddies .are 
formed on its lee side, where a region 
of low pressure (below that of the 
atmosphere) in consequence exists. 
"There is a tendency to Inward flow 
towards tills from all surrounding re- 
gions, accompanied by a consequent 
inward and upward flow towards and 
ulong the under side of the poker and 
towards Hie lire, this taking place 
along its whole length, but particular- 
ly from its lownr end, which Is shield- 
ed from the direct Influence of the 
draught. In addition to tills the air 
which Is deflected by immediate con- 
tact with (he upper surface of the 
poker tends, In virtue of Its viscosity, 
to induce a secondary current In the 
same direction in the surrounding air." 
The net result of those combined ac- 
tions is that a larger volume of air 
passes the region immediately sur- 
rounding the poker. Us direction being 
brought more nearly parallel to the 
poker. 
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Mr. Asqulth and his colleagues, the 
Stundurd thinks, may bo, congratulated 
on their moral- courage in throwing 
over the Education Hill, and. facing 
tiie ridicule which they have richly tie- 
served. Whatever pretexts may be as- 
signed on Monday for the decision 
which the Prime Minister announced, 
the country understands that Mr. Kun- 
clman's measure has been abandoned 
because few people thought it worth 
saving, and to persist with it would 
have been to court disaster. One mer- 
it it did possess — it was so drafted 
as to offer the framework of a scheme 
which all parties might fairly have 
accepted. We sympathise sincerely in 
the disappointment felt both at Lam- 
beth Palace and in Downing Street, 
.and the only consolation we can sug- 
gest la that in'no circumstances could 
the Bill have made good the mod 
promise of Its beginnings. So far 
from bringing peace to the schools, it 
would probably have introduced an el- 
ement of strife, while every parish 
in which the question was raised either 
as to the right of entry or of con 
trading out would have been afflicted 
with a standing agitation. Even if 
amended by Parliament in a gener- 
ous spirit, the Bill would have placed 
an instrument of oppression in tin: 
hand of a blgottod local authority, 
while the. Nonsonformlsts would have 
exchanged their present almost im- 
perceptible grievance in the single- 
school area for an acute sense of 
wrong at seeing the sanctums of Covv- 
por-Tomple religion violated by eccles- 
iastical doctrine. 

The Daily Chronicle says: — win has 
tile compromise been lulled'.' And who 
killed it'.' On each of these questions 
it is important that there should lie 
no mistake. We are told that negoti- 
ations have broken down on a ques- 
tion of "a few shillings more or less." 
Tills is a completely misleading way 
of stating the case. The negotiations 
have broken down on a great ques- 
tion of principle. The whole idea of 
the settlement on the Government 
side was, as Mr. Runciman says in 
his letter to the Archbishop, that there 
should be a national system, with the 
number of contracted out schools re- 
duced to the smallest possible figure. 
The idea the Archbishop's friends 
foisted upon him and desired to im- 
port into the settlement was that, 
while obtaining the right of entry in- 
to council schools, the church should 
get such financial terms as would 
render contracting out possible in 
practically all urban areas. From the 
moment when Mr. Lyttleton sprang 
the Archbishop's demand for those 
"few shillings more" upon the House 
tiie whole aspect of affairs was 
changed. Why was this done? who 
has killed the compromise'.' The peo- 
ple who have killed the compromise 
are tin- Church extremists, lay and 
clerical. 

The Parliamentary correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph writes: — I hear 
it stated in authoritative quarters that 
an early dissolution' of Parliament is 
being actively discussed in the v'alir 
inet. Several Influential members are 
said to favor the idea, of a general 
election in January next. They argue 
that by such tactics they would re- 
tain the support of that section of the 
Nonconformist supporters who, if the 
education controversy had been got 
out of the way. would have left thorn'; 
owing to the Socialistic tendencies of 
their legislation. Moreover, it is now 
certain that the financial outlook will 
bo very gloomy, and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer will have great dif- 
ficulty in finding the millions he will 
require. The cost of old-age pensions 
is proving much greater than was es- 
timated. Lastly, a January election 
would be fought on a new register, and 
Radicals always contend that this is 
to their benefit. 

The Morning Post says: — Mr. Itun- 
cimun'u correspondence with the nirch- 
blshop, as published today, tells Its 
own tale. The government have abnn- I 
doned the attempt to compromise, not! 
because the country has shown itself 
hostile or apathetic, but in deference 
to the immoderate attitude of its own 
supporters in Parliament, whose pol- 
icy in so many other instances lias 
already been repudiated in a long ser- 
ies of bye-elections. This latest fail- 
ure is particularly, to lie regretted, be- 
cause, owing- to the difference of tem- 
perament, which at present forms the 
main line of division between the par- 
ties, a settlement effected by a Liber- 
al government would have a better 
chance of remuinlng undisturbed than 
one effee^od by a Unionist government. 
As matters stand, it appears that eith- 
er the existing systerp must be suffered 
to continue indefinitely or a final re- 
adjustment must be postponed until 
there i« a new House of Commons 
more truly representative of the na- 
tional mind. Meanwhile the urgency 
of the national interest in an early 
dissolution cannot be overlooked. Un- 
less the Government are sincerely con- 
vinced — which surely is no longer pos- 
sible — that the country remains unal- 
terably hostile to tariff reform they 
are taking responsibility of the grav- 
est kind in in-eventing the people from 
recording their decision. 



The Daily Telegraph regrets the fate 
of the Bill, hut regrets still more the 
Intractable temper to which that fate 
Is duo. Tlio Archbishop of Canterbury 
and Mi-. Runciman (says the 
newspaper), have done their best, 
but the sons of Zeruiah have 
been too strong for them. Fanaticism 
has gained another victory over sober 
sense and good folding. Still, it is 
easy now to see that a fatal mistake 
was committed in bringing tin- negoti- 
ations.- Into the public view before -'a 
settlement had been readied on every 
single point at issue. Perhaps, too, 
an even greater mistake was made in 
not Inviting at least one of the re- 
sponsible leaders of the Unionist party 
to take a hand In the work of negoti- 
ation. There was no need whatever 
to bring in tills Hill at tills particular 
moment. A controversy which has 
gone on fur years might well have 
been left for a few weeks more. The 
temptation to settle the problem by a 
coup -de- ma in ought to have been re- 
sisted. It in of course a great thing 
gained that the moderate men on foot;) 
sides have been brought to recognize 
that neither party can Impose Its wHI 
upon the; other. But it is difficult to 
say whether this will outweigh the 
discouragement Inflicted on their hopes 
by the unfortunate breakdown at the 
last moment of a proposal which ought 
to have been given a fair chance of 
successful working, ami we believe 
■would have been given that chance 
by the local authorities had the Bill 
become law. We leave to others the 
assignment of the blame. We are 
content to regret the issue.

Mr Thomas O'C'onnell, u Dominion 
constable, made a trip to Saanteh yes- 
terday, and arrested Robert Irvine, 
who has been giving the officials of 
tin- Indian department u great deal of 
trouble through supplying liquor to 
Indians upon the different reservations 
on the island, and brought him before 
Indian Agent W. It. Robertson. I lo- 
in > 1 in 1 1 agent of L'owlehun. ami M . K. 
It. Strcetflcld, J. P.. of Saanlch. Irvine 
pleaded guilty to tin- charge, and was 
at once sentenced to imprisonment for 
a term of six months at hard labor, 
and without the option of a line, In the 
county gaol of this city. Not only wan 
liquor found in '.he possession 01 the 
accused, but lie was arrested in an 
Indian's house in company of two 
Indians, who were under the Influence 
of ardent spirits, and the ovidonco 
was altogether too convincing to 
Justify any attempt at defence. It is 
felt that tills conviction will have a 
salutary ami deterring effect upon 
others, who are inclined to break the 
law in the same manner, and even (lie 
whites who live in the neighborhood 
of these reservations are deeply inter- 
ested In the forced cessation of these 
evil practices. Irvine was convicted 
In Cowlchan, some live years ago, ol 
the same serious offence.

Hon. Dr. Young left last night for 
Coqultlam In order to get tho work 
.started In tho government farm there. 
There are 4ti0 acres of excellent land 
lying along the Coqultlam river from 
tlio railroad down to Its confluence 
with tlie Fraser, but in order to cul- 
tivate this to the best advantage it 
will be necessary to dyke It. The dyke 
Will run along -the bank of tho river 
behind a small Indian reserve, about 
eight acres in extent, and so on to 
the Eraser river. It will probably cost 
in tho neighborhood of $14,500. 

Tlie contract for doing this work 
lias been let to Courtland and Pike, 
two farmers In tho Delta district, who 
I possess the necessary dredges and are 
generally thoroughly well equipped for 
tills clasa of work. They will start 
in right away as soon as Dr. Young 
gets down to the place. 

Dr. Young hopes that onco the farm 
is going properly that the Institution 
will be practically self-supporting. At 
present tlie monthly milk bill is $3,000 
Suit by this time next year, tile doctor 
hopes that there will be a sufficient 
herd of cattle 011 tho place to supply 
the Inmates with milk and also en- 
able them to make their own butter. 
There are at present about ten cattle 
there, as well as a large number of 
pigs. The latter are fattened and 
traded for beof and about provide for 
tho meat bill already. The piggeries 
are said to be the most up-to-date In 
tlie province. There is a temporary 
building already at Coqultlam and the 
inmates there are put to work help- 
ing to clear the land. Tlie out-of-door 
exercise is having a most x beneficial 
effect upon them, and while not the 
most strenuous of workers, in course 
of time, they accomplish a good deal. 

At present most of the unfortunates 
under the care of the provincial au- 
thorities are at New Westminster and 
the acute cases will bo kept there for 
some time, as only one building will 
be constructed at first. This will prob- 
ably entail an' outlay of about $250,000, 
though when tho entire institution is 
finished something like a million and 
a half will have been Invested. This, 
however, will be spread over ten or 
fifteen years, as tin: intention is to 
add fresh accommodations according 
to the comprehensive plans which liavo 
been adopted as the. population of the 
province grows and more room Is need- 
ed. At present there is no need of an 
institution of the size which is fore- 
shadowed for tin; future. But as the 
asylum will consist of separate build- 
ings, connected by covered corridors, 
there will be no difficulty in making 
the new additions without Interfer- 
ing with the patients already there. 

Surveys are being made of the 460 
acres referred to in tlie hope that only 
one drainage gate throngh the dyke 
will be needed, Instead of one into the 
Coqultlam and one into the Fraser as 
nt present provided. If the gate into 
tlie Eraser can be dispensed with the 
result will be a saving of about $1,000 
on the figure given as the probable 
cost of the dyke.

It will be remembered 
that four sealing schooners were cap- 
tured at about the same time and un- 
der similar circumstances, the crews 
placed in prison, and the skins and 
equipment confiscated. The boats 
were about 30 miles off tile Copper 
Islands when they were taken. 

Complaints were ruudo to the Right 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, at that time 
secretary for the colonies, and negoti- 
ations with Russia were opened. Rus- 
sia at first refused to entertain the 
claim, but later the matter was taken 
up again. During the last negotia- 
tions a lawyer named Little, hailing 
from Woodstock, Out., was sent over 
to England by the Dominion govern- 
ment to represent the schooners. He, 
it is understood, opened Independent 
negotiations with the result that tlie 
claims of two of the vessels were drop- 
ped, and the sum of $48,000 awarded to 
the Vancouver Belle und the Car- 
melite. Why only two of tlie sealing 
schooners should have obtained com- 
pensation has never been fully under- 
stood on the coast, as tlie circum- 
stances surrounding the four captures 
were of a similar character. 

The next thing was to get the money. 
For Russia is a slow payer. She has 
however sent the money at last, which 
lias been forwarded to Vancouver. G. D. 
Mason, of tho legal firm of Mason & 
Mann, is handling a number of tlie 
claims, and yesterday returned from 
Vancouver, where he went to make ar- 
rangements for the paying over of their 
money to several members of tin: 
crew. It is understood that there are 
several persons entitled to compensa- 
tion whose whereabouts are at pre- 
sent unknown, and they would do well 
to make application Immediately, eith- 
er through the collector of customs or 
the legal firm mentioned.

VICTIM OF FORGER 

A Crook Passes Cheques to 
Which Capt, Troup's Name 
Was Forged 



The police are now looking for the 
individual who on Tuesday night last 
victimized tlie proprietor of the Ship 
Inn, Store street, by securing cash for 
two forged cheques. The total amount 
secured was $.15, one cheque being for 
$^2.50, and tlie other for $12.50. 

The former cheque waa signed by 
"F. W. Troup," and made payable to 

A, B. Brown. The body of the cheque 
was filled In in typewriting and across 
one end were typewritten the words 
"British Columbia Coast Service, C. 
P.R.," and beneath, as if stamped with 
a rubber stamp, were tlie words "Dec. 
15, Acp.," evidently Intending to con- 
vey the impression that the cheque had 
been accepted either by the bank or 
by the company. The other cheque 
was the same except that it was for 
$12.50 and was signed "Capt. F. W. 
Troup." 

Both cheques, which were on the 
Bank of Montreal forms, were endors- 
ed by the stranger "A. B. Brown" in 
tlie presence of the proprietor of the 
Ship Inn. The forger secured the full 
amount of cash for the cheques and 
after spending a couple of dollars for 
drinks left and lias not been seen 
since. 

Tlie signature to the cheques, pur- 
porting to lie that of Capt. .1. W. 
Troup, general superintendent of the 

B. C. Coast Service of tin C.P.R., are 
crude forgeries, the "Capt." prefixing 
the signature on tlie $12.50 cheque 
having evidently been Inserted as an 
afterthought. Tin- cheques, when 
presented at tlie bank were proved to 
be forgeries and tlie matter was re- 
ported to tlie authorities. 



DANGER OF DROWNING 



Croesus of Waterfront Res- 
cued From Icy Waters of 
James Bay 



Stanley Johnson, the longshoreman 
who recently came Into some money, 
a legacy from relatives in Great Bri- 
tain, was pulled out of tho icy waters 
of James Bay yesterday afternoon 
when nearly drowning, by W. Ahearn, 
wharfinger at tlie Alaska Steamship 
Company's wharf. 

Johnson was recently released from 
the lockup where he had been serving 
time for drunkenness. He at once 
commenced to celebrate his regained 
freedom, and when fairly well supplied 
with cheering fluids, lie went rowing. 
Choosing a flat bottomed punt, he en- 
tered it and set out from the northend 
of the causeway. When about thirty- 
five yards from shore he stood up 
and losing his balance upset tlie 
crank craft, 

lie swain three or four strokes to 
a nearby anchored skiff and clinging 
to it set up a feeble wail for help. 
Few persons noticed him and it was 
only when he attracted the attention 
of Ahearn that a boat was poled 
around from the adjacent boathouse 
and tlie longshoreman rescued. 

Wet and dripping as lie was, his 
Dutch courage stayed witli him how- 
ever, and the friends who thronged 
around him from a saloon in tlie 
neighborhood were unable to haul him 
away to dry clothes and home before 
he had seen his quondam craft righted 
and brought ashore.

fast, thoroughly testing the efficiency 
of th'e contestis nines, and giving the 
spectators the finest kind of ex- 
hibitions. In addition as tile home 
plate will be directly in front of the 
centre of the Btand those present will 
be able to watch the progress of 
matches to the bent possible advant- 
age. 

Is More Central. 

But the factor that lias been taken 
Into account In the effort to acquire 
tile use of the Athletic park for the 
baseball chili more than any oilier is 
its central location.

The teachings of Rugby football are 
not confined to straightforwardness in 
character. There are at least two 
other traits to be found In nearly every 
old Rugby man who is worth bis salt. 
The one Is courage, the other unsel- 
fishness. The number of good deeds 
during tlie last South African War 
done by old Rugby men plight till this 
number, if they could all be recorded 
here. England's old full back, .1. F. 
Byrne, also known as a Warwickshire 
country cricket captain, was one of the 
best men in tlie defence of Kimbcrlev. 
W. A. Millar, of the 1906-7 South I 
African team, was wounded five times 
In one engagement, went on lighting, 
and had two bullets removed without 
an anaesthetic. An old schoolfejlow 
of mine with whom I used to play 
three-quarter, Captain S. c. Taylor, of 
the Yorkshire Light Infantry, utilized 
much of the pace and pluck that were 
so conspicuous during our Bedford 
school days to land him first into the j 
Boer trenches 011 tlie top of the hill j 
at Graspan. During the war any 
number of Rugby clubs round London ' 
Hint bad been accustomed to turning 
out three or four (ifteens every Satur- 
day before the war found the utmost 
difficulty In getting two teams to- 
gether. Nodoby was readier than 
Rugby men to volunteer when the call 
came, and whim it comes again they 
will once more be in front of all their 
fellow-sportsmen. 

"On tin- seme nf selfishness, the 
beginning and end of the game is 
right In the teeth of this horrible vice. 

it is possible to play for 
thinking of one's side, 
who plays cricket bus on 
en guilty of this offence, 
game of goal, except in 
four-some play, is a direct stimulus 
to selfishness, otherwise excellent past- 
time though it Is. Put in Rugby foot- 
ball—wrongly the rival game so called 
— there is no chance for the selfish 
man. To be really good at the game 
you must be unselfish.

The whole game hinges on 
boys and men practising unselfishness 
and allowing the scoring and its con- 
sequent halo of honor and glory, fur 
which alone men play this best of all 
winter games, to ge to the other fellow. 

"Take It all In all, there is 110 game 
so educative In the principles of hon- 
esty .arid unselfishness as Rugby fool- 
ball, and -if anyone doubts that It 
braces the nerves and insists on bring- 
ing out all the courage latent In every 
one of us, then let hlni try to stop 
a strong rush of forwards on a hard 
ground and see for himself how long 
a chickenheart can succeed In this 
splendid pastime.

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Shipmaster Speaks of Advan- 
tages of Location Possess- 
ed By Victoria 



WHAT SEATTLE IS DOING 



Ambitious Scheme For Large 
Amount of Dockage Follow- 
ing River Improvements 



"If the water were deepened to a 
reasonable depth whereever it shows 
and modern wharves and quays built, 
the Inner harbor would be made a wel 
dock such as few of the world's ports 
could possess while the outer harbor 
which is so easy and direct of access 
from the open ocean, offers wonderful 
opportunities for harbor works, 
portunities such as exists at few ports 
that I have seen while knocking about 
the world" said a visiting shipmaster 
yesterday while discussing the op- 
portunities of Victoria as a ocean port. 
"The advantages possessed by Vic- 
toria seem wonderful to me. Hire 
you are on the fringe of the great 
Pacific, closer to it than most ports, 
situated In the direct line of a great 
channel, a link in a great Imperial 
.strategical line of communication, with 
u location that is unequalled and your 
opportunities lie neglected. It Is high 
time that the consideration of the 
snipping trade will require as business 
grows, and the growth will be surpris- 
ing in this ocean. The necessity of 
preparation Is all the greater because 
as the Colonist has 'said. It Is the ports 
that the prepared In advance of a 
growing trade that reap the advant- 
ages of that trade." 

The realisation of what the future 
of the commerce of the Pacific ocean 
will require at the seaports on its 
fringe, is being appreciated at many 
of the ports which the ocean washes. 
Seattle, far inland, with a long stretch 
of water and some intricate naviga- 
tion, with fogs to cope with at sea- 
sons, in the way, is considering am- 
bitious improvements; Tacoma further 
inland, has dredges at work deepen- 
ing channels and wharf-lmilders at 
work; Portland, far up the Columbia 
river and further handicapped by a 
bar at the river mouth, is building for 
the future with the same enterprise 
that built and equipped a dock as a 
municipal concern; San Francisco is 
making ready with new basins and 
wet docks, new wharves and quays, 
and railway connections. From Chili's 
preparation Is going forward. Sallna 
Cruz, with its hardor dredge where the 
tidelands were behind the big break- 
waters, Manzanillo, where the same 
engineers are building great harbor 
works for the Pacific terminus of the 
Mexican Central railway; Manzanillo, 
at this and many ports the work of 
improvement is going forward, and 
It is time that Victoria should cornddc 
what will be required at this point to 
keep place in the march of progress. 

Seattle's scheme of harbor improve- 
ment is an ambitious one. The pro- 
posal put forward Is for the deepen- 
ing of the Duwamlsh river and thus 
making a large area between Seattl 
and Tacoma available for manufactur- 
ing purposes and railway termini. 
The river is to be straightened, and 
docks and quays built, placing 7,000 
acres available for use. At a mass 
meeting held a few days ago the chair- 
man said the people of Seattle had 
been working only for the present and 
been blind to the future Capt. .1. S. 
Gibson, the well-known stevedore, 
formerly of Chemainus, who was one 
of the' speakers at the meeting said 
that Seattle could be made a port 
like Hamburg. .He produced a map 
of Hamburg, showing Its location on 
the Elbe. -10 miles from the sea, and 
said: "The Elbe was the same as the 
Duwamlsh, but the Improvement' has 
made the city one of the largest ship- 
ping points in tiic world, and so will 
the Duwamlsh canal make Seattle. 
The work here can be commenced for 
a few thousand dollars, and docks can 
be located as the work goes on, and 
in this way the project will finance 
itself. If tin- question of high tides 
is going to he an issue, this can lie 
easily overcome by placing gates at 
either of the waterways. Our present 
wharfage facilities are not sufficient 
to accommodate our local shipping, 
and as a result manufacturers are go- 
ing elsewhere. Railroads and steam - 
ships as they will come together at 
the Duwamlsh will reduce the hand- 
ling of shipping 00 per cent." 

Another speaker said; "When the 
project of dr--ib;ing the Clyde from 
deep water seven miles to Glasgow 
was suggested it was met with ridi- 
cule, but the story is toltl there. The 
Duwamlsh improvement .will be but a 
repetition of the Clyde. If the people 
of Seattle do not make this city the 
Pittsburg of the Pacific It will be be- 
cause they have no energy in them." 

Another, O. F. Cochlan, urged the 
peoplo of Seattle to act quickly and 
not waste time in talking. He urged 
that the right of way for improve- 
ments be bought at once, and then go 
to congress with something to show 
and congress will then know what to 
give. Don't bring into this move- 
ment any comparison, condemnations 
or knocks. Co after It, and It will 
come, as will come all of the other 
projects. In the possession of Lake 
Washington we have the prospects for 
a fresh water harbor that Glasgow,

.T. F. Flynn, said that Seattle was 
not preparing for the great increase ol 
shipping that was to be thrown upon 
it by the construction of the Panama 
canal, but that tho solution would 
come in the increase of dockage facil- 
ities, and that would best come from 
the Duwamlsh improvement. 

At San Francisco, new harbor ac- 
commodations are being built in con- 
nection with the entry next April of 
a new railway system, the Western 
Pacific. The railway will use tugs 
and car-ferries to cross San Francisco 
bay. A new steel pier will be built 
for the use of the railway company. 
The San Francisco Chronicle says: 
"In addition to this pier at the foot 
of Twenty-llfth street, which will be 
used for freight, the Western Pacific 
will have another, to be known as Pier 
34, and located at the foot of Fremont 
street, near the new pier of the Pa- 
cific Mail company. Plans arc already 
in preparation for this wharf, and It is 
understood that it will be built by the 
railroad company under the same plan 
of lease as has been adopted in the 
last piers built by the Mall company, 
under which free rental for a term of 
years is given by the State in return 
for the Initial expense Incurred by the 
company In the construction. The 
Harbor Commissioners also have in 
contemplation plans for the con- 
struction of a combined ferry slip and 
reight pier to be known as pier 3fi. 
This will make a total of six new 
modern piers in this part of the front, 
as 38 and 40 are new under construc- 
tion, and 42 and 44 are already in use 
by the Mail company. 



REGULATIONS FOR NAMING 
SHIPS REGISTERED HERE 



Government Will Not Permit Name to 
Be Used Already Held By Other 
British Ship 

The Governor-General In council has 
approved tho regulations relating to 
ships' names as follows: 

"Any person who proposes to make 
application for the registry of a Brit- 
ish ship, in Canada, shall give notice 
In writing of the proposed name of the 
ship to the registrar of shipping at 
the intended port of registry at least 
fourteen days before the date on 
which it Is contemplated to effect the 
registry. 

"The registrar at that port shall 
transmit the notice to the deputy min- 
ister of marine. 

"If the proposed name does not ap- 
pear already as the name of a regist- 
ered British ship, or If It Is not a name 
so similar to that of a registered Brit- 
ish ship as to be calculated to deceve 
the deputy minister of marine shall 
issue a certificate to that effect to the 
registrar at the port at which the ship 
Is to be registered, and the ship shall 
be registered under that name provid- 
ed all requirements for registry have 
been duly compiled with. 

"If the proposed name is found to be 
already the name of a registered Brit- 
ish ship, or so similar as to be calcu- 
lated to deceive, the deputy minister 
of marine may refuso the registry of 
the ship by that name, and shall In- 
timate Oils decision to the registrar at 
the intended port of registry and to 
the applicant for registry."

BIG SILK SHIPMENT 
ON INCOMING EMPRESS 

White Liner Has One of the 
Most Valuable Cargoes 
Brought Here

The R. M. S. Empress 
which Is due today from the Orient, is 
bringing a very heavy shipment of silk 
about 050 tons in ull, valued at nearly 
a million and half dollars. The move- 
ment of silk this year from Japan has 
been much In excess of last year, and 
the C. P. R. steamers have enjoyed the 
greatest amount of the trade, one of 
Hie best-paying of Pacific freights. The 
silk pays about six cents a pound be- 
tween Yokohama and New York. A 
full cargo Is awaiting the Empress at 
Vancouver, in fact she could be Piled 
about three times over. The delay in 
making the repairs to the steamel 
Glenfarg is hampering the C. P R. 
The steamer, which is owned by Gow, 
McGregor Co., is under time charter 
to the C. P. It., and was on her last 
outward trip when she struck in the 
Narrows at Vancouver, causing dam- 
age which will cost about $35,000 to 
repair. The underwriters who have to 
pay for the work, are anxious to have 
only temporary repairs made at this 
port and the work done, either at a 
Japanese shipyard, where workers are 
cheap, or en her return to England. 
The local surveyors have reported ad- 
versely to this, and recommend the 
making of permanent repairs at this 
port. No decision in this regard will 
be reached until Monday or Tuesday. 
In the meantime the steamer Is lying

HOW CABLE STEAMER 

RESTORER DOES WORK 



Visitor Writes of the Well Known Ca- 
ble Repair Vessel Stationed 
at Esquimnlt 



The cable steamer Restorer was re- 
cently visited in the harbor of Es- 
quimau B.C., by a Shipping Illustrated 
correspondent, who writes as follows 
regarding the vessel: The Restorer 
is manned with a Japanese crew and, 
of course, English officers and engi- 
neers. She has no less than eight of 
the latter anil her full complement is 
about one hundred men when on ser- 
vice. The ship is as sweet, fresh and 
trim as any man-of-war. Captain 
Coombes, her master, Is- a man just 
about the prime of life, with a cor- 
rect, quiet naval air about him. His 
chart room and his private cabin are 
models of- correct ship fitting, for tho 
Restorer Wails" from - the'' celebrated 
yards of Armstrong, Whltworth & 
Co., Newcastle. She was built in 1003 
at a cost, of half a million of dollars. 
The mode of repairing the cable is 
curious. The chief electrician, who 
tests the line at the cable office ashore, 
finds out the distance of the fault or 
break. Accordingly as a cable is laid 
the exact position Is marked on the 
chart, Us latitude and longitude plain- 
ly marked. With tho delicate Instru- 
ment employed it is possible to tell by 
measuring on tlie chart how far off 
the break or fault is. Then the cable 
steamer sails for the locality of the 
break. Once; the cable is located and 
raised the fault may be found easily. 
It might be right In the hit on the 
ship, just a bubble of air in the rub- 
ber packing that had blown out by the 
enormous pressure. If It was a break 
they may have to go three miles back 
and pick up the cable, else they would 
lose their end over the ship. In fault 
or break, a testing wire Is attached to 
the end to sec there is no further fault 
between then' and the shore. If no 
fault is found a new cable is spliced 
on. Many times after the cable is 
picked up and cut in find the fault it 
is necessary to run a let of it Into 
the cal.de tanks, of which there are 
three, the full width of the ship. The 
cable that spans the mighty seas is 
not a big line. It is hut an Inch in dia- 
meter in the main deep places of the 
ocean and only where it approaches 
the shore Is it strengthened to a size 
that weighs seventeen tons to 
on account of the friction ca 
the action of the waves. The copper 
wire proper of the cable that lies in the 
centre of file coil Is not much thicker 
than a heavy knitting needle. Once 
tin- fault or break has been found tie- 
entire covering is stripped off until this 
copper wire shows, then both ends are 
Hied off to make a joint, they an- very 
car. fully soldered ami wound witii 
copper wire, another binding overlap- 
ping and again a third, each extending 
further along the exposed copper wire 
than the last. Then rubber Is melted 
and carefully worked on over tin- re- 
paired part. Layer after layer of gutta- 
percha Is added until the entire sol- 
dered and wire- wound copper wire Is 
.about a third of an inch in size. Not 
tin air bubble must he felt, but Htrango 
to say the cable never breaks again. tit 
tho repaired Joint. Now the outside 
layers of gutta-percha and the heavy 
stool wires that encircle tho vital wire 
are carefully added and the cable is 
lowered again to Its lonely bed, whence 
it can flash the news that the other 
chap's divorced wife has Just married 
again or the more serious tales of di- 
plomacy and war.

Bark Magdalene Reports Ship's Boat 
Adrift — Had Trying Time in 
Reaching Tacoma 



noon, Capt Thnm had lot both anchors 
go. A depth of twenty-live iuthoms 
was located, but so strong was the 
gale swooping out of the Sound and 
across tho Strait of Fuca that the en- 
ure chain Of one of the anchors Was 
paid out. Tho starboard mudhook 
curried 150 fathoms of chain, every 
foot in tho Jockor. So groat was tho 
strain on the vessel upon releasing the 
twenty-six tons of holding power that 
tho lashings In tno bottom of the snip 
were severely strained. 

In spite of every precaution grave 
doubts of the ability of the chains to 
hold wore entertained throughout the 
night, and the Tyco was kept constant- 
ly circling the vessel to be of service 
In case ot an emergency. Capt. Timm 
considers good luck stood by him in 
furnishing oven so Insecure an anchor- 
age. On the course he was being 
blown by the galo no other water sulli- 
clontly shallow for using tho anchors 
exists before a formidable rocky beach. 

The strength of the gale through 
which tho vessel passed while in tow 
of the Wanderer is declared by Capt. 
Timm to be but slightly less than a 
hurricane. Measurements of wind vel- 
ocity employed by the Germans regis- 
ter 1)1 degrees from zero to 111. Obser- 
vations of Tuesday's storm are record- 
ed on the Magdalene as number 11. 

Three days' struggling against strong 
gales and bad currents of tho Pacific 
off Cape Flattery in an attempt to 
gain an entrance to the strait furnish- 
ed enough that was dangerous arid dif- 
ficult in navigation to nearly exhaust 
tho crow of the Magdulene. The ship's 
log shows that Cape Flattery was 
sighted and signals exchanged last 
Thursday morning. A northerly drift 
until noon carried the vessel to a point 
immediately at the entrance of the 
strait, midway between Flattery and 
Caruianah point, on the Vancouver Is- 
land coast Squally weather developed 
by evening, and, in the lace of a strong 
northerly current, safety was sought in 
beating off shore to await a towboat in 
the morning. 

Friday presented unsatisfactory con- 
ditions lor again picking up Cape Flat- 
tery, although a position at the en- 
trance of the strait was gained. Thick 
.weather and a heavy northerly set to- 
ward tin- rocks off Cape Beale caused 
a second off shore course to be made. 
Throughout Friday night and much of 
Saturday heavy winds wore fought, an 
entrance to the strait being accom- 
plished during the stormy darkness. A 
blue-light Hare that was burned after 
getting Inside Flattery, to signal the 
vessel's position, brought no response. 
Three sails were blown out and the 
rigging severely strained.

LANDING OF MAKURA 



Vancouver World Makes Falso State- 
ments That Liner Had Difficulty

While tho bark Magdalene, which 
had a series of narrow' escapes in 
reaching Tacoma, reported sighting an 
upturned ship's boat off Capo Flattery.

The Magdalene had her sails torn to 
nhreds and her thirty men were utterly 
fatigued. She was relieved at her in- 
secure anchorage off San Juan island 
on Wednesday morning by the tug 
Tyee. The tug reached tip' ship 2-1 
hours earlier, but so strong continued 
tho wind throughout tho night that it 
was considered unsafe to attempt rais-

Not until the Vancouver World was 
received did anyone in this city, or 
any one on the steamer Makura, real- 
ize that then- was any apparent risk 
in the landing made at Victoria. The 
steamer came to the outer wharf as 
usual without difficulty, and Capt Et- 
tershanks, Vancouver's pilot, and Capt. 
Thompson, local pilot, wont on board, 
tho latter having previously brought 
the steamer to her. dock He desired 
tp moke tho trip to Vancouver, and 
went as a passenger^ of the Makura. 

Tile World, however, with as much 
untruth as Is possible to include In the 
space given, says: 

"When the It. M. S. Makura was 
boarded by the Victoria pilot, Captain 
Thompson, a dozen miles out In the 
Straits of San Juan de Fuca, the 
weather was so bad that the safety of 
the pilot's launch was a matter of such 
great concern to Captain John Gibb 
of the Makura, that he considered the 
advisability of proceeding direct to 
Vancouver without risking the Victoria 
call. 

The danger which he apprehended to 
attend the Makura making the dock at 
Victoria was so apparent that the vio- 
lent storm beating in from the open sea 
made the Victoria landing one Of great 
risk. The pilot eventually boarded the 
splendid liner and berthed her at the 
wharf, but the weather prevailing yes- 
terday afternoon made It a matter of 
grave anxiety until the ship was clear 
(if that port and under way to the shel- 
tered port of Vancouver.

EARTHQUAKE AT SEA 

Officer of German Training Ship Writes 
to Hyclrographcrs of Unique 
Experience 

The United States hydrographic ser- 
vice at Astoria has received an account 
of an earthquake experienced at sea 
from an otllcer of tie- German training 
ship Herzogln Sophie Charlotte, re- 
cently on this coast. G. Stoscn, second 
officer, wrote; •"' was on the poop 
deck inside the chartroom reading the 
baragraph when tie- ship was shaken 
In a submarine eruption, seemingly. 
The first and strongest shock was fol- 
lowed bj a couple of small ones, which 
shook tin- ship violently. The sensa- 
tion was as if Hie vessel was crossing 
rocks or rocky ground. Tho shock 
lasted about five seconds, during which 
time no noise in the water was heard. 
The sea was very slightly agitated, 
while tin.- duration of the phenomenon 
lasted. One high wave or two high 
waves In succession, which are usually 
supposed to attend such a manifesta- 
tion, were not seen. The compass 
swung about 5 points to each side of 
tin' course of our direction. During 
tho following half hour a few more 
shocks were felt, but they were of a 
less violent nature than the first one"

Now that the floors In the new lire 
halls on .Kingston and Dunedin streets 
ai ! o ready for tiie laying, of the blocks, 
the cement foundations being in place 
the necessary quantity of blocks will 
be treated with creosite so that the 
work can be completed. 

Tho request of the Victoria Phoenix 
Brewing company that it be permitted 
to secure 1,500 blocks with creosote 
for floor purposes was referred to the 
city engineer who will decide on the 
price to be paid by the company.

The suggestion made at last night's 
meeting of the public school board 
that the $(30,000, to raise which the 
hoard will 'ask the city council to sub- 
mit a bylaw at the forthcoming civic 
elections, be Increased was not enter- 
tained. The board recently requested 
the council to submit a bylaw to raise 
$00,000 net, that amount being consid- 
ered sufficient to meet the shortage 
on the proposed Chambers street 
school for which about $GL',000 is 're- 
quired, vvhlle the board has but $17,- 
000 at its disposal, and also give $-!u,- 
(100 for the now school which it is the 
intention to erect next year on the 
Fairfield road site. This request was 
refused by the council on the grounds 
that It has 110 funds for the purpose. 
Accordingly the board as provided for 
by the School act will have to Instruct 
the council to .submit the bylaw to the 
ra tep.'iyers, 

Trustee Bishop at last night's meet- 
ing asked that the decision of the 
board arrived at at the last meeting 
be reconsider"!] as he felt that the 
amount asked for would not prove 
sufficient In view of the fact that there 
is now considerable work to bo done 
on tlie various city schools for which 
tliero are not sufficient funds. Trus- 
tee Rlddell also urged that at least 
$05,000 should be asked for. After 
some discussion the former decision 
was allowed to stand and the board 
Wjll not Increase the amount already 
asked for. 

Tenders for school supplies aggre- 
gating In cost -slightly over $2,000 were 
reported upon by Trustee Mrs. Jen- 
kins. The contracts will be awarded 
between the Victoria Printing and 
Publishing company, the Victoria Book 
and Stationery company, and T. N. 
Hlbben and company. 

Tho request of Mr.. Pollard, musical 
instructor, that twenty music charts 
and a quantity of sheet music be pur- | 
chased will be granted. Tho cost of 
the articles will be In Die neighbor- 
hood of $00. 

Trustee Rlddell reported that the 
two new schools erected on the High 
school grotmts to give Increased ac- 
commodation will bo ready for oc- 
cupancy Ivy the first of the new term. 

Tho new teachers appointed at tho 
last meeting of the board wero as- 
signed to tlie following schools: Mr. 
Wattle, to. succeed Mr. Van Murister 
at the South Park school; Miss Baker, 
to tho Girls' Central; Miss Hardy, to 
Bock Bay school and Miss Dalby to 
Victoria West Hchool. 

■Superintendent Paul stated that he 
had- taken -upj tho matter, of school 
grants with the department of edu- 



cation which suggests that tho board, 
in order to secure the full government 
grant for those six teachers who aro 
now getting $45 per month each, 
should Increase the salary to $47 per 
month. The former amount is the 
lowest salary paid in any school in the 
province and considerable work is en- 
tailed by the $45 monthly ■ payment 
when the figuring on the grants Is 
done. At present the board, for oaeli 
teacher drawing $4C> a month, receives 
a yearly grant of $450 towards the sal- 
ary of $540, the. balance, $00, being 
contributed by the board. With the 
salary at $47 per month, or $504 a year, 
the grant will be the full grant of $400 
while tho board will contribute $104. 
This will mean that the boaril will 
contribute four dollars more each year 
for each teacher, $14 more than at 
present, but against this amount will 
bo the Increased grant, of $10. The 
suggestion of the department will be 
adopted and as a result each teacher 
now receiving $45 per month will have 
an increase of $2 per month to date 
from tho time of appointment. 

Trustee McNeill, before the meeting 
adjourned, took occasion to says that 
as he would not be at the next meet- 
ing of the board, he wished to express 
his pleasure at tlie work done during 
the year and the pleasant relations 
which had existed, lie was sorry to 
learn that Trustees Jay and Bishop 
would not again seek re-election and 
that their services would be lost to 
the board, though lie was glad to 
know that Trustee Staneland would 
offer himself as a candidate. If Trus- 
tees Jay and Bishop had any Intention 
of offering themselves for higher hon- 
ors he hoped they would secure them. 
Trustee McNeill also extended the 
season's best wishes to the members 
op the board. 

In thanking Trustee McNeill for ills 
kind remarks Trustee Jay stated that 
(he had definitely decided to retire at 
the end of the year and lie would not 
seek re-election. IIe-,was not Intend- 
ing to seek for higher honors, lie felt 
that there could be no higher honor 
in (lie city's gift than that of chair- 
man of the board. Trustee Bishop also 
expressed his .thanks for. Trustee Mc- 
Neill's good wishes and stated that he 
would not again seek re-election. He 
had thoroughly enjoyed tho year's 
work and regretted that he could not 
be on the board for another term.

WEIR COMPANY'S NEW 

S HIPPIN G SERVICE 

Another service lias been established 
by the Weir Steamship company, which 
operates steamers from Puget Sound 
to the Orient and Australia. The lat- 
est addition to the many lines In 
which steamers are operated by the 
well known British steamship com- 
pany Is from New York and Boston 
to Calcutta via the Suez canal. The 
steamer Inchrnarlo, about due at Now 
York from Calcutta, Is the Initial stea- 
mer of this 1 ln>?, which will he known 
as the A-mprlcan and Calcutta line, 
and will be operated fortnightly. The 
American and Indian line had former- 
ly held a monopoly of this trade. The 
Inohmarlo Is not one of the Weir ves- 
sels, and it Is expected that chartered 
steamers of the same owners will be 
used in the trade by the Andrew AV. ir 
company and Howard Moulder and 
partners of New York, who are Inter- 
ested with the Glasgow company In 
the line and will be the New York 
agents. 

The establishment of this service is 
of much Interest on this coast owing 
to the rumors that Andrew Weir and 
company propose to enter the round- 
the-world trade in opposition tn the 
Hiue Funnel liners of Alfred Holt & 
Co. The Weir company and the Holts 
were formerly closely allied, hut fol- 
lowing the purchase' of the China Mu- 
tual line by the Holts the Glasgow 
linn felt aggrieved and there have 
since been occasional rumors of an 
opposition line by the Weir company. 

The Weir company entered the Pa- 
cific trade about three or four years 
ago when by arrangement with Wa- 
j terhouse <!t Co. of Seattle, steamers 
| were supplied for the North China 
jline. When the same firm made ar- 
rangements for a mall contract with 
; the United States government the 
i Weir company associated with the 
I Howard Smith company, of Sydney 
I in supplying a line of freighters be- 
jtween Puget Sound and Australia via 
t San Francisco. Later an arrange- 
ment was made whereby the larger 
steamers Suverlc and Kumeric were 
operated in connection with the Bos- 
ton Steamship company to Manila via 
ports of the far east, and since the 
withdrawal of the Tremont and Shaw- 
mut tho Weir company is proposing 
to place two, perhaps three, other 
steamers In this line. Whether the 
link between Calcutta and Manila will 
'ultimately be filled remains to be 
seen. 

A schedule just issued for tho Ori- 
ent service of the Bank line of the 
Weir company gives the next sailing 
as tho Adata to leave next Tuesday, 
the Suverlc to sail Dec. 29, Symeric 
Jan. 13, Kumeric Feb. 10, Tnvorlc 
March 10, and Suverlc April 7.

By now Rule GoA. passed on tho 2nd

Market Gets Some Support 
and Prices Are Not Ma- 
terially Changed 



New York, Dec. 18. — There was fur- 
ther weakness In stocks today, but the 
market was not entirely wlthdut sup- 
port as was thu case yesterday. Last 
prices, in fact, were little changed. 

Efforts were plainly seen during the 
early part of the day to arrest the 
decline. The resistance . shown by 
American Smelting at SO and by Unit- 
ed Stales Steel at 54 was an example. 
The assumption 'is widespread that a 
concerted professional attack is respon- 
sible for the decline in prices. Much 
attention was devoted to American 
Smelting and to tile published reports 
oi a project to build rival smelters 
throughout tlio country and organize a 
formidable rival to the present domi- 
nant Interest. While the Intention to 
organize tills competition was believed 
In to some extent, the special weakness 
of American smelting was ascribed 
partly to their vulnerable position by 
reason of over-speculation and un ad- 
vance to prices unwarranted by the div- 
idend returns, the earnings and tho 
prospects In the trade. The close sym- 
pathy with its weakness shown by oth- 
er stocks in the metal group was proof 
of this. 

Tlie condition of the copper market 
was responsible, evidently, for tho 
sharp decline In Amalgamated Copper, 
and reports of a combination in process 
of formation to control the marketing 
of copper did not offset the knowledge 
that production was proceeding far in 
advance of consumption in that Indus- 
try. 

The hostile array of great financial 
groups was in unpleasant contrast to 
the hopes recently prevalent In the 
financial district of a drawing together 
of all the great forces of wealth Into 
harmony and co-operation. The rise In 
money rates during tlie week seems to 
have attracted some funds from other 
points. Important financial operations 
during tlie week have made continued 
requirements on banking credits. 

The easier rate for money today was 
accompanied by a recovery In foreign 
exchange rates and by a violent break 
of two centimes in sterling exchange 
at Paris. Discounts also hardened In 
Purls and In London, and gold was 
marked up in London today. Tho like- 
lihood of a resumption of gold exports 
from New York was thus Increased.

CHICAGO GRAIN AND PROVISIONS.

Chicago, Dec. IS. — Wheat — Traders 
had two surprises during tlie day's ses- 
sion. There was more bearlshness In 
the trade about midday than anybody 
anticipated and It came chiefly from the 
weakness which developed in coarse 
grain markets. The hears got very con- 
fident and short selling was general 
on the break to the low point of the 
day. Before tho close a floor leader 
started to buy a lino of wheat and 
found the market bare of offerings, and 
tlio price stated up In a way which 
frightened the shorts. A buying scram- 
ble followed which put the market to 
high point of the morning and the close 
was at exactly final figures of yester- 
day for both May and July. Early sell- 
ing was the result of lower cables from 
Liverpool and Berlin and a continuation 
of liberal receipts at Minneapolis where 
stocks increased 350, C<>0 bushels for the 
week. Northwest advices Indicate that 
whatever the receipts may be at pres- 
ent writing that a very strong situa- 
tion Is expected to develop in that quar- 
ter a little later. Local trade inclined 
to be bearish between buying on all 
oversold spots. ' 

Corn — Those who "nave followed our 
corn advices for the past thirty days 
remember that we have advised very 
careful buying of corn on a scale down 
to the sixty cent level. Cash prices 
have had a sharp decline tlie past day 
or two. We feel certain that this wiil 
materially cheek country offerings of 
corn west of the river. 

Oats — Leading cash and elevator peo- 
ple were active sellers during the morn- 
ing and started tlie entire local trade 
in that direction. Market Is likely to 
receive fresh support about the time 
corn takes a turn for the better. 

Provisions — Another day passed in 
the provision trade without any selling 
on the part of packers. Tills has been 
a surprise to tlie trade all through the 
week. The theory is that the packers 
want prices and are waiting to carry 
their product without making hedging 
sales. There Is a decidedly friendly 
reeking to the buying side of May prod- 
uct especially lard and ribs at any time 
tlie market Ims a sharp setback under 
local pressure.
